More  than  900  passengers  die, 
140  are  rescued  when  the 
Estonia,  a 15,500-ton  Baltic 
ferry  sinks  off  the  coast  of 
Finland  in  a violent  nighttime 
storm.

Arafat  kisses  the 
ground  in  the  Gaza  Strip,  now 
a Palestinian  autonomous 
zone  under  the  terms  of  a 
1993  peace  accord  with 
Israel.
